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COLLEGE — FOR WHOM? 
Dep loring the overcrowding of the p rofessions, 
President Conant of Harvard discerns a danger 
in the idleness of so many college-trained p er­ 
sons. The remedy he p rop oses is twofold: He 
would have collegiate institutions eliminate a 
good p art of the y outh “who stand in the bottom 
quarter of the class,” and search for and sub­ 
sidize with scholarship s boy s of ability whose 
finances p reclude their asp iring to higher educa­ 
tion. 
It is not clearly ap p arent how the substitution 
of one group for another, if any thing like nu­ 
merically equal, would affect the degree of unem­ 
p loy ment, though it might measurably imp rove 
the status of the p rofessions, in p articular. There 
can, however, be a real danger in any under­ 
graduate weeding-out p rocess th at is based mere­ 
ly on the tightening of academic standards w ith­ 
out esp ecial regard to character. 
Some of the most successful men in after life 
have been among those in or dangerously near 
“the bottom quarter.” They have taken college 
in their stride without any p articular y earning 
for high studious accomp lishments. In so doing, 
though, they have made contacts th at have stood 
them in good stead in the outer world, and willy - 
nilly have absorbed a social and cultural some­ 
thing not to be dismissed as of no real worth. 
Another danger, as it affects p rivately endowed 
institutions, is th at the elimination of some of the 
p lay boy s, even academic tortoises, might tend to 
minimize the p ossibility of endowments from 
their p arents, or from themselves decades hence. 
It is giving a college a large order to say that it 
ought to toss out the son of a wealthy family , 
p rovided he is p assing in course, even though 
not brilliantly . 
Trustees still consider the gentlemen with large 
stores of stocks and bonds as worthy of consid­ 


eration, not to say a bit of coddling. And what 
if the boy in the lowest quarter is one of their 
sons? 
It might be an entirely different story if it 
could be shown th at success in life, materially 
and sp iritually , is p rop ortional to collegiate 
standing. It is only too ap p arent th a t is not the 
case. Therefore, while the search should be keen 
for p oor boy s esp ecially cap able of reflecting 
honor up on their alma mater, it is p retty dubious 
business to slam the door in the faces of large 
numbers who hitherto have kep t p ace with Amer­ 
ican collegiate standards. 
College should not be a country club, neither 
should it be an educational sweatshop . Some­ 
where there is a middle ground.

FLIERS ADE FOUND 


Flagstaff, Ariz., Jan. 31 (JP) — 
Th e ch arred bodies of Gerard F. 
Vu ltee, 38 -y ear-old aeronau tical 
designer, and h is wife, Sy lv ia, 
27, were brou gh t to Flagstaff ear­ 
ly 
today 
from 
snow-cov ered 
Mou nt Wilson, wh ere th eir flam­ 
ing airplane fell Satu rday . 
Th e bodies were borne ou t of 
th e ru gged region on stretch ers 
to a waiting tru ck. 
Twelv e men of more th an IOO 
wh o set ou t reach ed th e sh ip 
after 
stru ggling 
for 
h ou rs 
th rou gh th e deep snow. Members 
of th e party said th e bodies were 
so badly bu rned th at th ey were 
identified only th rou gh a wrist 
watch on Vu ltee’s arm. 
Th e sh eriff’s office said in­ 
stru ctions h ad been receiv ed to 
crem ate th e bodies h ere and 
send th e ash es to Los Angeles. 
Th e Vu ltees were en rou te to 
Glendale, 
Calif., 
th eir 
h ome, 
from Winslow, Ariz. Th e scene of 
ch e crash was Mt. Wilson, a small 
peak 30 miles from h ere. 
“Th e only th ings we 
fou nd 
arou nd th ere th a t we cou ld rec­ 
ognize were part of a woman’s 
sh oe and a m an’s h at,” said Ed­ 
ward L. Robinson, CCC worker 
and one of th ree persons wh o 
fou gh t th eir way ah ead of th e 
posse and located th e "Wreckage. 
He described th e scene as “ju st 
a black spot” on th e small, snow- 
blanketed plateau .
